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“The provisions of subsections one (1), two (2) and three (3) of
this section shall not apply to any blind person who is receiving as-
gistance under the laws of this state. Any such person who has re-
sided in any one county of this state for a period of six months shall
have acquired legal settlement for support as provided in this chap-
ter.”

RELIEF FOR THE POOR

AN ACT to amend section two hundred fifty-two point twenty-seven (252.27) relating

to relief for the poor.

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Towa:
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SECTION 1. Section two hundred fifty-two point twenty-seven
(252.27), Code 1954, is hereby amended by inserting a period after
the word “money” in line four (4) and striking the following from
lines four (4) to seven (7), inclusive, “, and shall not exceed two
dollars per week for each person for whom relief is furnished, ex-
clusive of medical attendance” and inserting in lieu thereof the fol-
lowing: “The amount of assistance issued to meet the needs of the
person shall be determined by standards of assistance established by
the county boards of supervisors.”

AN ACT to amend chapter two hundred fifty-eight (258), Code 1954, relating to voca-

tional education.

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

(258.1), Code 1954, as follows:

1. By inserting after the second comma (,) in line ten (10) the
words “and all amendments thereto”.

2. By inserting after the word “Act” in line eleven (11) the words
“and all other Acts pertaining to vocational education”.
